Our duly and our prlyllCRe will- end when 
wc have made tiii.s po.sslble. 

We can and must use Admiral Darlnn and 
oliiers like him as weapons. ThiTcafter llicli 
futures miisl (.U'peiid upon the wlUa or ll\e 
whims of their countrymen.
